In order to while awuy'thn time, while 
awaiting at Quilehah u means of convey- 
ance to Victoria, 1 paid a' few visits to 
what may be called the strangest of in- 
habited towns in the north, namely, 
Skidegat. 

. Weary. with climbing over Queen Char- 
lotte's scragjgy hills, and down its deep- 
sunk water courses, in search of unknown 
coal deposits, and' with digging into tho 
shell inoutuis, around Quilcah's woody 
l);iy, in search of any thing to shed a r.ty 
however feeble of light 'Hi the dark past 
of Q. C. Island's ancient inhabitant.^, to- 
wards the end of last niciiith (October) I 
thought for the Sake of vatioty I would 
"pay.a; jvisit to -Skidegat -townjabout two 
miles away. Havmg liiadb enquity'as to 
the possibility of the trail, I started to 
fnid niy way over. .Vt the outsot I found 
it rather rough, owing to mas-ses of loose 
utonea and rock, then over a woody ridge, 
forming a point of land in Quilcah bay. 
()ut.siilo of the timber I came to a houso 
ill which;Uv(E)d Seuts-guy otle pf;.G()ldhar- 
bor's ancient chicftans' famous in the 
annals of gold discovery ;it that place in 
1850, '51, t)'-'. 

Tho Tudiaii.s wero di;,'ying their [iota- 
toes. 

As I emerged fruui the wond a boy who 
was on top of tho house adjusting tho 
chimney to suit the smoke, called down 
the hole saying, Jamie is' coining, that 
being the name I am known by. Tlius 
warned Scuts guy received me at tho 
door with that kindness which marks 
his latter days, antl endoars. him to the 
Yett-sah-tay (Iron men, whites). Fur- 
ther on we came to tho house of captain 
Gold, unotbor of Goldharbor's uncient 
chiefs. Ho was away ahso digging pota- 
toes. Near by hi.s house is an ancient 
tomb, tlie last ro.sting place of a chief well 
known and friendly to the white traders, 
at the beginning of thi.s century his iiasiie 
was Skidegat, but was better known to 
th'e traders by the name of Jatjucs. His 
bones repose in a bos on top of a cedar 
slab, 3.^ feet high which is covered with 
hieroglyphics. His houso stood near. 
Tho entrance to it was through an oval 
hole two and a half feet wide, and throe 
and a half feet long cut through this 
slab. If I road tho paintings on thia 
tomb aright, they are to this effect, 
Elunga was my Nagal, or totem, I had it 
for nij' Keto, It upheld me through life 1 
and gathered mo to my fathers at a good 
old ago. 

Aftor fivo minuto.s' walk I gained the 
'village. Every one I met invited mo 
into his house, and I had nn opportunity 
of studying them inside as well as outside 
and to give a 

DK.SCIin'riO.N OKTliK llOl'ShS, 

When about to build a houso the eartli 
is dug out fifty fout .square, and spread | 
round on the outside, which gives the ex- | 
eavation an average depth of eight feet, I 
on each side of which are three tiers of j 
cedar wood benches four feet wid(!. In | 
older houses those serve as bed places, in I 
newer ones little bed rooms arc Iniilt, tho 
upper benches being made wider for that 
purpose. Most of tlio houses have a 
largo looking glass, and a timepiece hung 
upon the walls. The; floors" of Hir tho 
houses excepting a ten feet square place 
in tho center for the tiro arc covered with 
boards. There are very few chairs, all 
being in the habit of sc^uatling i>n the 
lloor. Every houso is tho same or 
tirst, a ridge pole supported on two strong 
posts. The roof is formed of bark or 
boards, sloping downward to each side, 
the gable ends being straight. All ( ho 
light is admitted by the smoke liole. The 
door is always at the oiid facing the sea. 
I can remember when every house or 
nearly .so had its phallic emblem in shape 
of a little male image conspicuously placed 
in front of the door inside, , the door 
being always in tlie center of tho gable 
and closely opposite tho oval hole in the 
crest polo. This is a aynibolization of the 
great power which gave them existence, 
and they wero thus reverently and humbly 
led to worship tho .almighty powers of the 
Dioty. Tho most wonderful part of this 
remarkable town are its hieroglyphiciil 
monuments. These immense slabs of 
codar can bo counted by tho hundred, 
and are engraven from bottom to top. 
Who can tell what those picloral writings 
mean ? Do they give a roc.ord of the past 
as old and as complete as Egyptian or 
Assyrian ' ancietit; 'inouumonts f Will a 
scholar ovor arise amongst our people wlio 
shall bo able to decipher theni'f Or will 
one arise from the ranks of the native 
[lopulation who shall reveal to their fol- 
low men tlio hidden mysteries t)f those 
truly wonderful inonumentB. 

THE UEVKNOE 

On Judge Femberton, is as follows: 
While studying the engravings I came to 
a house on which stood two wooden im- 
ages, one on each gable corner. They 
were four feet in heicht with stove pipe 
hat, frock coat and pants, all cutout of 
a block of cedar. Upon inquiry as to 
what they meant I was told the following 
story by a ynnng Indian who w.is with 
mo ".V number of years ago my uncle, 
whose houso this is, went to Victoria. 
While there ho got drunk and had an in- 
troduction to Mr. r. officially, which cost 
him (ifty dollars. On account of losing 
this money ho lelt so badly that ho im- 
mediately loft for homo whoro ho had the 
eliigies engraved and conspicuously placed 
on the two front corners of his house." 
There they have stood for years, and are 
likely to stand a good many more, to bo 
looked and jeered by all who have had 
a like introduction to our worthy Police 
Magistrate.

Tho steamer Skidegato left here Oct. 
30th, being chartered by Messrs. Wingate 
and Moss, to proceed on a prospecting 
tour around tho north end of the island. 
At Nanaimo Air. Peck and three men 
joined the .party, and 'at his i«quea'ii '.^be 
steamer anchored at the mouth uf Camp- 
bull river. 

No.xt inoniiiig a party consisting of five 
whites and four Indians proceeded up the 
river to inspoot a seam of coal which they 
were assured was only four miles distant. 
This however, turned out to be untrue, 
and it took the party four days to make 
the trip, and being unprovided ' 'with 
blankets or provisions their situation was 
anything but pleasant. They then re- 
turned to the steamer and proceoded 
north and reached Alert Bay Nov. 5tli, 
where they wooded and watered. Next 
morning they reached Fort Jlupert, where 
they mot Messrs. Harrison and Gilbert, 
who had come across the'island fro'm Kos- 
kooino. These latter joined the party, 
and all proceeded to Quatsino, where 
tlioy arrived Nov. 7tli; weather being fav- 
orable, dotorniinod to send tho steamer 
b.ick to Fort lUipert. 

Messrs. Wingate, Moss and HarriBon 
lauded and irupeoted the coal seams at 
Winter harbor. They then engaged a 
canoe and in company with old Nigaski, 
tho chief, procoedod to Rupert Arin,Kds- 
keeniii, where they examined the Kos- 
keemo coal iiehls. The Indians behaved 
very well and L;.ive them overy aasistance. 
Oil Tuesday, I he lOtli, in company with 
I wo Indinns, they started iicross the isl- 
and on iho old trail, probably tho worst 
ill thr >\ liolo country and arrived that af- 
teriiu. ii at Fort Rupert, where they 
fi)iind the stnainor at anchor in the bay. 

.Mr. lilenkinsop, the Indian agent, is 
having a trail cut across the island v/liieh 
will avoid tho swamps, and be a great 
benefit to both whites and Indians. The 
Indians certainly appreciate tho efforts 
made by tho Indian department to ame- 
linrate their condition and place the 
greatest confidence in Mr. Blcnkinsop. 

Left Fort Rupert on tho morning of 
the 11th, arrived next evening at Nan- 
aimo; left again next morning and arriv- 
ed in Victoria tho same evening all well. 

Messrs. Harrison and Gilbert cainc 
down and brought with them several 
sacks of coal.

.-X. project has receiitly been started. in 
England which, if carried to a successful 
issue, bids fair to exercise no slight influ- 
ence on the coninierco of .\morica. Man 
Chester, the aeat of the cotton manufac- 
ture, is .situated fifty inile-s from Liver- 
pool. Most of the cotton is unloaded at 
the port and sent on by rail. Without 
going into minute figures, it may be 
broadly ."•n'^eu that this handling of tho 
bale.s and .■t'lipment by rail to Muucliester 
costs abi.il,- two -thirds of the transport 
across the Atlantic, 

With a view of diminishing this cost it 
is now proposed to construct a ship-canal 
from the Mersey to Manchester, so that 
the cotton may be unloaded out of the 
ships close to the factories. There is at 
presoiita canal of light draught part of tlia 
distance. Mr. Williams, the engineer 
whose plans have boon adopted, pmposes 
to dredge tho present channel in the 
Mersey, cutting off corners, and to con- 
tinue a ticl.al waterway to within fifteen 
miles of Manchester. From this point 
the caiiid will be constructed with locks. 
The gates and sluicos are to bo worked 
by hydraulic power. Tho fir.st portion of 
tho canal will be tidal, the second semi, 
tidal, receiving the influx of the tide be- 
yond 'a certain height, while tho conclud- 
ing section will bo above the level of high 
water. Tho canal from Manchester to 
Warrington is to bo 100 feet wide at bot- 
tom, being twenty-eight feet wider than 
tho Suox canal. From Warrington down 
tho Mersey tho channel is to be 300 feet 
wide. Tho uniform depth is to bo twenty- 
two feet at low water, and in the upper 
part twonty-six feet. 

.Kt the mooting of the guarantors, held 
ill jManchestor tm Sept. 27th, the plans 
wero unanimously approved, and it was 
resolved to applj' to Parliament for pow- 
ers to carry out the sthomo. The osti- 
matod cost is about $23,000,000. As- 
suming this scheme to bc'cotno !i reality, 
it is impossible to close our ej'os to the 
fact that it may materially affect the trade 
of Now York. Cotton will in all proba- 
bility be loaded 011 the Mississippi, and 
so transported to Manchester without 
further handling. The effect of this, of 
course, will be to give the English manu- 
facturer a further advantage over tho for- 
eign competitor by diminishing the cost 
of tho raw material to that extont. It 
will also affect the trade both of New 
York and Now Orleans. In the instance 
of the former port it will diminish tho 
amount of tho staple passing through its 
hands, and in tho case of New Orleans 
the cargoes will pass the port without re- 
shipment. • 

TZRBA OOTTA LTTMBSH. 

The I7ew Bnlldlng ICaterial. 

K party of persons, chiolly buildors and 
sciontiata, recently visited tho works of 
the Now York Terra Outta Lumber Com- 
pany at Crow's mill, on the Baritan river 
near Perth Amboy, N.J,, Tho New Yoik 
Terra Ootta Lumber Company was ro- 
contly formed for tho manufacture of the 
material from which it receives its name. 
Terra Cotta lumber was invented and pa- 
tented by Mr. C. C. Gilman, of Eldora- 
do, la., president of the company, and is 
made by mixing tho kaolinito, or " top " 
clay, wliich is found in Immense c(uanti- 
ties throughoiit ]\Iiddlosox county, with 
sawdust until the consistency of dough is 
obtained, whon it is cast in large square 
blocks and burned in kilns in a- manner 
simitar to that of ordinary brick. Tho 
result is a peculiar terra cotta ware pos- 
sessing peculiar properties. 

It has no fibrous texture like \Food, the 
strength of the material arising frona in- 
cipient votrifaction, obtained in firing and 
half inch boards made of it, smoothly 
planed and jointed, show greater strength 
and tenacity than dry oak of equal thick- 
ness. Everj' shape which can be given 
to wood by edged tools can bo given to 
terra cotta lumber. It is as easily work- 
ed AS pine or spruce, is half the weight of 
building brick and tightly retains plaster- 
ing without the aid of lathing. 

To display the resistantqualitii .) of t«r- 
ra cotta lumber to'Gre-and water, the fur- 
nace tender, with a long pair of atee! 
tongs, took from the centre of the furnace 
a small block of tho ware which !iad at- 
tained 11 white heat and plunged it into a 
pail of water. After cooling, it was 
placed on a forgo and the water with 
which it W.1S saturated oxpolled in the 
form of stoani; petroleum was next pour- 
ed over it and afterwards .ignited, the 
block continuinc to burn with a steady 
flame for several minutes. Subsequent 
examination of tho block by sawing it in 
two showed no difference in appearance 
from other material which had not been 
submitted to so severe a test. 

Tho adajitability of terra cotta lumber 
for building purposes, by the ease with 
which it can bo worked, its lightness, its 
indestructibility by water, frost, gases 
and above all, fire, haa already attracted 
tho notice of architects, and .the demand 
for it largely exceeds tho proaent auppjy. 

Scientific Suicide. — ^If there are any 

people contemplating suicide, thero is a 
noater way of gotting out of tho world 
than by any of the old methods now in 
vogue. It is simply to be struck by light- 
ning. Now, tho natural electricity in tho 
heavens don't striko very often in this 
part of -the oountry. Butan electric wire 
connected with an engine will do the busi- 
ness. Tf thero is any esthetic i>\ode of 
committ . > suicide, this surely must bo 
tho one. Electric wires strung overhead 
woi^ld bo E^ccosiblo. to most persona, and 
tho simple statement' of facts, ■ " He 
touched tho wiro," -nould bo ivt once non- 
committal and affecting. It might bo 
well, however, to caution firemen and 
others who go along house-tops that the 
touching of suoh a wire is instantaneous 
death, and .that wires' of thia sort cannot 
bo touched with ftny other than a uon- 
couduct^ig implement " without "insuring 
that sanj^ result', ' . '-^/k ; , ; . . -,
